Halloween: The Gay 
Holiday 


By Arthur Evans 


Every year on the night of October 31st a ritual is re-enacted in the Gay 
ghettos of San Francisco and other cities. Gay people pour into the streets, 
often dressed in the clothes of the opposite sex, and revel into the early hours 
of November 1st. All of us have witnessed or performed this ritual so often we 


take it for granted. It’s fun, but has no deep significance. 


But perhaps there’s more to ‘it. 


The year has many holidays and many occasions to party. Halloween always 


tops them all. 

Why is it a special time for us? And — 
even more puzzling — why does this big 
Gay festival fall on a day traditionally 
associated with witches? 

The answer to these questions lies in 
the history of Lesbian and Gay-male cul- 
ture, a history that has been systemati- 
cally ignored and suppressed by 
straight academics. Recently, frag- 
ments of this history have emerged into 
the light, and the implications for our 
Gay identity are astounding. 

The holiday we call Halloween once 
was the most important religious festival 
of ah entire culture — the culture of the 


Celts, an ancient people who movedinto — 


Europe over a thousand years before 
Christ. i 

The Celts came in waves, absorbed 
the ways of the pedpie already living in 
Europe, and set up a uniform culture 
that reached the whole way across 
Europe from Britain to Turkey. 

The Celts didn’t make a distinction be- 
tween religion and sex. For them, sex 
was one aspect of religious power, and 
their religious rites often included feast- 
ing, dancing, and orgying, both 
heterosexual and homosexual. Furth- 
ermore, wearing the clothes of the op- 
posite sex at these rites was thought to 
confer on the wearer a special magic. 

As a result of these values, transves- 
tism and Gay sex acts had their own 
special role in Celtic religious rites. This 
was especially true of their great holiday 
of death and rebirth, Samhain, which 
began each year cn the night of October 
31st. 

The Celts were eventually conquered 
by the Romans, who tried to destroy 
their religion. Roman rulers especially 
disliked the high role of women in Celtic 
religion and society. 

They were offended to find that Celtic 
women were warriors and teachers of 
the arts of warfare. During a battle in 


- Wales against the Celts, a Roman ob- 


server was shocked by the forceful be- 
havior of Celtic women: ‘‘On the shore 
stood the opposing army with its dense 
array of armed warriors, while between 
the ranks dashed women in black attire 
like the Furies, with hair dishevelled, 
waving brands.” 

The Romans were also offended by 
the open homosexuality of Celtic men. 
In reality, Roman culture was rather up- 
tight about Gay sex and disapproved of 
its flagrant appearance, especially in a 
religious context, in the nations it con- 
quered. 

Among Romans themselves, homo- 
sexual behavior was certainly not un- 
common (which is true of all cultures), 
but for Romans it was often associated 
with shame (and hence cruelty, deca- 
dence, and sadism). ; 

Roman writers were flabbergasted by 
the casual promiscuity of Celtic men. 
Diodorus Siculus,a Greek historian with 
Roman values, had this to say about the 
Celtic men he observed: 

“Although they have good-looking 
ayomen, they pay very little attention to 
them, but are really crazy about having 
sex with men. They are accustomed to 
sleep on the ground on animal skins and 
roll around with male bed-mates on both 
sides. Heediess of their own dignity, 
they abandon without a qualm the

bloom of their bodies to others. And the 
most incredible thing is that they don't 
think this is shameful. But when they 
proposition someone, they consider it 
dishonorable if he doesn't accept the 
offer!” 

Christian Repression 

Despite repressive Roman values, 
Celtic sexual and religious practices 
persisted, especially in the countryside 
and in the forests, and most commonly 
among women and rural slaves. But with 
the triumph of Christianity in the 4th- 
century, there came an even greater 
force for repression. 

The Roman empire became Christian, 
but not because masses of people 
flocked into the churches to be con- 
verted. Quite the contrary: the leading 
Officials of the Roman government and 
the Roman army converted to Christian- 
ity and then violently imposed their new 
religion on the rest of the populace. All 
other religions were banned, and any- 
one who disagreed ran the risk of im- 
prisonment, torture, and death.

In contrast to. the old underground 
Celtic religion, the new religion of Christ 
and St. Paul made a sharp distinction 
between religion and sex. In effect, 
spirituality came to mean the denial of 
sex, which was now associated with 
original sin. In addition, the new religion 
was anti-woman and anti-Gay. Women 
were denied entry into the priesthood, 
and the worship of the chief deity of the 
Celts — the great mother goddess — 
was ruthlessly suppressed. Pogroms 
were instituted against Gay men. 

Rome eventually fell, but Christianity 
continued to be supported by the rulers 
of the new militaristic societies that suc- 
ceeded the Roman empire. 

From 400 AD to 1800 AD — a period of 
1400 years — a vast and protracted cul- 
ture war raged across Europe between 
the new patriarchal religion of Christian- 
ity and the old retreating ways inherited 
by peasants and common people from 
Celtic culture. At stake were the issues 
of sex, lesbians, male homosexuality, 
the status of women, and the meaning of 
spirituality. Eventually, victory came to 
the patriarchal culture because of its 
control over the institutional powers of 
government, army, and university. 

Throughout this long period of con- 
flict, the holidays and rites of the old 
religion persisted in the countryside 
among peasants. But the rites now had 
new names and gradually lost their orig- 
inal force and significance. And so the 
old Celtic rite of Imbo/c became the 
Christian festival of Candlemas, Bel- 
taine became May Day, Lugnasadh be- 
came Lammas, and Samhain became 
Halloween. 

In the middle ages and later, Christian 
leaders continued to denounce the lin- 
gering practitioners of these rites as 
heretics and witches, and hunted them 
down with the organized fires of the holy

inquisition. 

In particular, they pointed their finger 
at the ritual transvestism and Gay sex 
acts of the rites and called for the exter- 
mination of a large segment of the 
European population. The words for 
homosexual and heretic in time became 
synonymous, in most of the languages 
of medieval and renaissance Europe. 
Any woman or man who had a reputa- 
tion for non-conventional sex could eas- 
ily find herself or himself accused of 
being a witch. Almost everyone who was 
accused was found guilty and con- 
demned. ae 

Eventually the inquisitors succeedac 


_in turning religion into witchcraft, and 


their spiritual successors, the intellec- 
tuals, turned witchcraft into a harmless 
fairy tale.

Perhaps 
someday it will be revived.
